During the progress of interroga- | 
tion. it was brought out that young 
Barnett does not read well and does 
|not spell well. 


Judge Thompson asked the boy's | 
; father whether the youth had been} 
examined by a psychiatrist in con- 
nection with the trouble he had 
been involved in in Oakland. The 
[father said that if the boy had been 
examined by an alienist, he did not 
know of it. 


The citation arises as a result of 
| the death of Frank’s brother, Ray, 
19, with whom he was working on 
his father’s property near Pilot Hill. 
It is charged that Frank shot Ray 
in the arm during a quarrel about 
August 7. The younded youth was! 
treated in Auburn and removed to 
Oakland, where Frank is said to 
have explained the shooting as an 
accident. Subsequently, infection 
,developed in the wound causing 
Ray’s death. Questioned about the 
“accident,” Frank is said to have 
admitted to county officials that 
the two were quarreling when Ray 
!was shot.

A veteran flier who commanded ; 
a wing in the World War directs | 
Great Britain’s air fleet in the pre- | 
sent war. He is Air Chief-Marshal 
Sir Cyril Louis Norton Nedall, re- |! 
nowned as a brilliant tactician and | 
an administrator of high ability. 

Sir Cyril isn’t as well known as 
Viscount Gort, commander-in-chief 
of British field forces, or Sir Ed-| 
mund Ironside, inspector-general of 
overseas forces. In fact, he some- 
times gives the impression of be- 
ing ‘‘stand-offish”. The air chief- 
marshal isn’t a man who is ap- 
proached easily in conversation. He 
doesn’t talk much even to close as- 
sociates. 

Gray-haired and ruddy-faced, ne 
is the traditional type professional 
soldier. His methods are efficient, 
his mind methodical and alert. He 
has the reputation of being a mar- 
tinet and he dislikes publicity. Be- 
| fore the war broke out his photo- 
graph rarely appeared in English 
newspapers. 

Born in India on Feb. 15, 1886, 
‘Newall was educated at Bedford 
School and at Sandhurst. He en- 
tered the army as a second lieuten- 
ant in 1905. From that time until 
the World War he rose through the 
grades, saw active service in one of 
the ‘little wars’ on the Northeast 
frontier of India, and won his Roy- 
al Aero Club certificate in 1911. His 
flying license was one of the earli- 
'est granted in Britain. 

When the guns began to roar on 
the Western Front in 1914 , Newall , 
was transferred to the Royal Flying | 
Corps, which later was merged in- 
to the Royal Air Force. In 1916 he 
was placed in command of the spe- 
cial No. 41 wing of the R. A. F. 
which carried out bombing repris- 
als against German forces. 

In October, 1931, he was named 
commander of the R. A. F. in the 
Middle East. Then with the air ex- 
pansion program in 1935, he was 
made a member of the powerful Air 
Council for Supply and Organiza- 
tion. Sir Cyril became air chief- 
marshal and chief of the air staff 
| in 1937. 

The square-jawed, keen-eyed of- 
ficer with closely clipped toothbrush 
mustache married an American wo- 
man in 1925. His wife is the former 
Olive Tennyson Foster of Boston.

SACRAMENTO, (lP) — The state 
advisory pardon board today filed 
recommendations with Gov. Culbert 
Olson for pardon of three former 
convicts, but turned down applica- 
tions of 37 others, including eight 
men convicted of first degree mur- 
der. 


Pardons were recommended for 
Francis William Mulgrew, convict- 
ed in 1929 of second degree burg- 
lary in Santa Barbara county; Jack 
Wiley, convicted of stealing cattle 
in Modoc county in 1935, and Fred 
isses convicted of attempted 
rape in Auburn in 1931. All three 
have been released from prison and 
discharged from parole supervision. 

The board rejected a suggestion 
of state director of penology John 
Gee Clark that personal interviews 
be granted to condemned prisoners 
seeking to have their sentences 
commuted to life imprisonment. The 
members feared this policy would 
result in basing their decisions on 
sentiment rather than the merits 
of the case.
